LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Swelter- 


ing Arkansas can look forward to 
Slightly cooler weather Wedne's- 
day, the U. S. Weather Bureau in 
Little Rock said today, but there 
was a chance that a heat record 
might be set today. 


The record high temperature for 


Arkansas on Aug. 7 is; 103 de- 
grees—Just what the thermometer 
read at its highest point Monday. 
The 103 reading was the highest 
of the year so far.
